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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner maintains the position set forth in the 
previous action regarding the embodiment comprising a polygonal cross-section as taught by Baumgart et al. alone, or alternatively in view 
of Taylor et al. The entire device is referred to as a medullary nail and it can comprise a polygonal cross-section, which would further 
secure against any rotation. That the pins would secure against rotation does not change the effect the polygonal cross-section would have 
on the device. Moreover, that the device of Taylor et al. is located parallel to bone does not in any way show why its teachings would 
somehow not be applicable to Baumgart et al. and does not outweigh the clear motivation set forth in the rejection for combining the 
references. 
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
